By W. SELDEN WASHINGTON, 
A Descendant of George Washington. 

ALEXANDRIA, Va., Feb. 21.—(INS)—Only once before 
in our nation’s history have we faced so great a crisis as we 
are facing today. That was in George Washington’s day. 
In observing this, his 210th birthday, I am not attempting 
to add any mite of glory to his memory. His place in history 
has already been established. Rather, like so many millions 
of other Americans, I am seéking from his inspiration 
guidance in the struggle in which American democracy is 
engaged today. 

Washington knew defeat—bitter defeat. The black winter 
of Valley Forge was, in many respects, as dismal as the fall 
of Singapore. Washington knew despair and disunity. The 
whole of the American revolution, which he was called upon 

lead, was a series of setbacks, discouragements and delays. 
He knew, too, the immense importance of welding a nation 
into the unity so vital to victory. Against almost over- 
whelming odds he united the nation. This was perhaps his 


greatest achievement. 


13 Separate Colonies, Not 
United Nation, Fought War 


Every school child knows that the United States of 
America did not fight the revolution. Thirteen separate 
colonies fought it—13 colonies almost. as varied as 13 for- 
eign nations. They were merchants from Massachusetts, 
plantation owners from Virginia, buckskin-suited pioneers 
from the frontiers, Dutch colonists and English colonists 
and Scandinavian colonists. There were all religions and all 
political beliefs. Amongst these colonists arose all sorts of 
disputes, jealousies and suspicions which the enemies of 
democracy, as they do today, tried to exploit in the hope 
of preventing American unity. 

There were countless traitors and weaklings who de- 
serted what looked like a hopeless cause. Benedict Arnold 
was our first American Quisling. The Tories were our first 
appeasers. 

Yet, one common devotion—love for their land—bound 
together the majority of the colonists. One cSmmon ideal 
inspired them—independence. And one man, George Wash- 
ington, was endowed with sufficient qualities of leadership 
to guide them through thick and thin to eventual victory. 
Gathering about him men from all groups in American life, 
Hamilton, Patrick Henry, Jefferson, Rochambeau, Haym 
_ Solomon, Koscziusco, and Von Steuben, he united a nation 
which never had known real unity before. And that unity 
produced the greatest nation the world has ever seen. 

It is no wonder that Washington later said, “The unity 
of government which constitutes you one people... is a 
main pillar in the edifice of your real independence, the 
support of your tranquility at home, your peace 
your safety, of your prosperity, of that wy. 
you so highly prize.’ : 


With Liberty Challenged, 
Words More Significant 


Today, when -that liberty which we so highly prize is 
challenged in all- parts of the world by the dictatorships, 
those words take on added significance. For, with uncanny 
foresight, Washington warned us that we would surely find 
enemies of national unity in our path. He continued with 
this prophesy: 

“But as it is easy to foresee that from different causes 
and from different quarters much pains will be taken, many 
artifices employed, to weaken in your minds the conviction 
of this truth, as this is the point in your political fortress 
against which the batteries of internal and external enemies 
will be most constantly and actively (though often covertly 
and insidiously) directed, it is of infinite moment that you 
should properly estimate the immense value of your na- 
tional union to your collective and individual happiness; 
that you should cherish a cordial, habitual and immovable 
attachment to it... watching for its preservation with 
jealous anxiety ... indignantly frowning upon every at- 
tempt to alienate any portion of our country from the rest.” 

True to his prediction, we have watched the Nazis, the 
Fascists, the Japs and all their domestic hirelings try to 
undermine our nationa! unity. We are beset by nearly as 
many forces determined to shatter our united will- -to-victory 
as Washington met and defeated. If we follow in his foot- 
Steps, if we heed his words, we shall defeat our enemies as 
he defeated his. 

“The name of American,” Washington remarked after 
victory was won, “must always exalt the just pride of pa- 
triotism more than any appelation derived from local dis- 
eriminations. .

“Eat All on Your Plate”’ 

There is no stint of good, strength-giving 
food for the men in the United States Army. 
In every camp, every cantonment and estab- 
lishment where the men of our armed forces 
live, be they Army, Navy or Marines, every man 
is encouraged to eat all he wants, to call for 
“seconds” or even third helpings if he desires 
them. 

There is one rule, however, always im- 
pressed. That is, “don’t leave anything on your 
plate.” Take everything you can eat, but don't 
be wasteful by taking more. Eat it all. But 
let's cut down on the garbage load, afterward. 

In that rule is a slogan for all America, at 
war. Let there be no waste. Let us consume 
everything we need or want, of value to our 
war effort, but beyond this leave nothing to 
be wasted, to be thrown away. 

Remember, the half slice of bread you leave 
represerits a certain amount of labor for the 
making. . It takes land and seed and sun 
and water and labor to grow and to harvest, 
to thresh and to ship, the wheat that goes into 
the making of that bread. It takes machinery 
and more labor to convert that wheat into 
flour. It takes valuable transportation space 
to ship that flour to the bakery and it takes 
power and machinery and, again, labor to 
make the bread that comes, as a loaf, to your 
table. 

The same illustration is true of everything 
we use. Conservation, without deprivation, 
should be the order of the day, with all of us. 
It takes gasoline and trucks and labor, even, 
to haul away the garbage we waste. If a com- 
munity can so conserve that its garbage loads 
are reduced from three to two, it is saving that 
much which can be better used for more direct 
war effort. 

The people of the United States are, in the 
main, already awake to this truth. They are 
saving and conserving, more intensely every 
day. They are saving waste paper, old tin cans, 
tinfoil, used stamps and any other thing, no 
matter how small, which can contribute to the 
war program. They are denying themselves 
small pleasures so that they may invest a dime 
or two or three in victory, by buying defense 
stamps. 

And the people of America feel, properly, 
that the same sort of thrifty conservation they 
are practicing should be the rule for all the 
nation, including congress and the govern- 
ments of their nation, states and municipali- 
Lies. 

That is why, when they hear that congress 
voted itself pensions, even though those pen- 
sions would take from the treasury “merely 
-$80,000 annually,” they arose in wrath and, by 
the force of public opinion, compelled repeal of 
the pension enactment. 

That is why, when told Eleanor Roosevelt 
put a dancer protege in charge of children’s 
civilian defense work, at a salary of $4,500 a 
year, they were indignant. 

That is why they do not see the need for an 
annual census poll, as requested, when it in- 
volves an appeal to the bureau of the budget 
for funds. 

That is why they resent every suspicion of 
graft. of pork-barrel politics, of personal greed, 
of money waste. 

They are saving, until it hurts. The nation 
must do the same. 

All government activities costing money that 
are not a direct part of the war program must 
cease. This applies to state governments as 
well as to.the federal. The thought that Geor- 
gia is frittering away $600 or more on a futile 
and fatuous “investigation” of the boundary 
between this state and. Tennessee makes the 
people mad, just as does the news that congress 
has appropriated a few millions for some 
unnecessary legislative frill. 

The people are ready to Sacrifice; they are 
sacrificing. They will.give up, for the sake of 
victory. with a smile. But woe betide the public

Freight Bureau Meeting 

Forty years of service in the commercial 
and industrial progress of Atlanta and of the 
southeast will be marked by leaders in business 
and public life at the Atlanta Athletic Club 
next Friday night when the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau holds its annual dinner meeting. 

Created and maintained on a nonprofit- 
making basis by the city’s leading merchants 
and manufacturers, the Freight Bureau has 
been ever-vigilant, often on the battle front, 
seeking fair freight rates and tackling other 
transportation problems affecting the indus- 
trial life of Atlanta and the southeast. 

When transportation rates are excessive or 
discriminatory, all businesses, regardless of 
size, and all other interests within the com- 
munity or section, suffer. The fight against 
rates which penalize southern industries and 
bar them from fair competition in northern 
and eastern markets has been widely pub- 
licized in recent years, and at last the justness 
of the south’s contention is being recognized. 
In the early 1900's, the Freight Bureau was 
asserting the same principles and pressing the 
Claims which now are finding support. 

Today, along with its numerous routine 
tasks, the Freight Bureau, under the leader- 
ship of J. R. Bachman as president and E. 
L. Hart as executive secretary, is engaged in 
co-operating with the government and busi- 
ness in tackling transportation problems in- 
volved in the war emergency. 

Consequently, the remarks of the bureau’s 
principal speaker on Friday, Joseph B. East- 
man, wartime “czar” of the nation’s railway, 
waterway and bus line facilities, will undoubt- 
edly be of national interest. Mr. Eastman, 
named as director of the Office of Defense 
Transportation by President Roosevelt, will 
talk on “War and Transportation.” He will 
tell business leaders the limitations likely to be 
imposed upon shipments of non-war goods and 
outline the part all industries, large and small, 
are being counted upon to play in the program 
to speed delivery of war materials and the 
efficient transportation of the nation's armed 
forces.

Yet, despite all this overwhelm- 
ing evidence in hand, our govern- 
ment brought Miss Ingalls to trial 
on the mere charge of “Failing to 
register as an agent of Germany‘” 

a charge, strangely enough, car- 
rying the ridiculous sentence, at 
the discretion of the judge, of 
from only one to two years, and a 
$1,000 fine. One shudders at the 
meagerness of the sentence for so 
vitally important a crime, espe- 


cially since this country is battling 
5 | today for its very life against the 


enemy with which Miss Ingalls 
has been trafficking. 

A shotgun, or the electric chair, 
should be kept dusted off at all 
hours for her ilk.. And even they 
would be too gentle in disposing 
of so dangerous a spy in such per- 
ilous times as these. 

Our blood reaches the boiling 
point when we pause to think of 
the thousands of ignorant convicts 
even here in our own state of 
Georgia, both white and black, 
serving anywhere from 10 to 20 
years on the chaingang for such 
minor crimes as stealing a loaf of 
bread, a despondent mule, or a 
couple of badly frightened chick- 
ens.

de HERE are three known ways fora 
rich and eligible young gentleman 
to make his debut successfully in 
the highly sanctified circles of New 
York's best cafe society. 

One is to attain a bit of notoriety and 
page-one publicity by indulging in a 
brawl, a method looked down upon by the 
best authorities and arbiters of social 
graces at the Stork Club, 21 and El 
Morocco. 

Another is to fall in love with a high- 
ly photogenic and personable young 
lady.

In all America’s martial his- | 
tory. from the Revolution to) 
Aruba, only 11 Army officers have | 
worn the four stars of a full 


general. 

Oddly enough seven of them are 
still living, although the rank orig- 
inated with George Washington in 
1775. This is because congress has 
been very careful c its bestowal 
and permitted it to lapse for long 
periods until heavy military op- 
erations required its renascence.

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What are we fighting for?

AST year I delivered a lecture on 
Democracy over the greater part of 
these United States, learning — as 

so often happens — more than I taught. 
The most surprising thing I learned was 
the extent to which we, who enjoy its 
blessings, had come to distrust Democ- 
racy, how little many of us knew about it. 

In almost every city people came to the 
platform to argue that our form of govern- 
ment won’t work. When I began asking 
the complainers, ““What do you mean by 
Democracy?’’ I found that what most of 
them meant was not a form of government 
at all, but a standard of living. To some, 
Democracy meant autos and radios and 
electric refrigerators and high wages and 
short hours. To others it meant old-age 
pensions and social security and the sol- 
diers’ bonus and government subsidies. 
A few talked vaguely of liberty and: jus- 
tice, but almost none of them seemed to 
see that Democracy is a business — (heir 
business and their responsibility. 

That was before December 7, 1941. On 
that day Japan launched its treacherous 
attack on Pearl Harbor — and millions 
of Americans woke up. 


W. BEGAN to realize that Democracy 
does noi mean only a standard of living. We 
began to understand that “‘liberty’”’ and 
“‘justice”’ and “freedom”’ aren't just vague 
words — that they mean more to us than 
all our automobiles and refrigerators and 
radios. But most important of all, we began 
to see that Democracy’s blessings benefit 
every one of us, and that we've all got to 
battle to preserve those blessings. 

Richard, the carpenter, had understood 
that months before Pearl Harbor. He was 
building some bookcases for me — and I 
had asked him, “Dick, do you think 
Democracy works?” 


He laid down his plane, and reflected. 

“Nothing works,”’ he replied finally, 
“‘when everyone wants to gel and no one 
wants to give. How long would / work for 
you if I had no interest in this job but 
what, I can get out of it? Democracy is 
government by the people, for the people 
— and it seems to me we've got to buckle 
down to the idea that if ‘for the people’ 
means all of us, then ‘by the people’ means 
all of us, too. Democracy will work for 
us when we work for Democracy.” 

That was true before Pearl Harbor, 
and it is neither more nor less true, now. 
In all the years past, and in all those to 


come, the vital question is: Which do we. 


value most — Life, Liberty, or the Pur- 
suit of what we call Happiness? And when 
I say Life, I don’t mean autos or electric 
refrigerators; I mean what millions of 
people mean in countries where they can 
be shot without trial —- even without sus- 
picion of guilt — as thousands of hostages 
have been executed in France and Norway 
and Yugoslavia. 

Liberty isn’t a vague word to me. When 
I write it, I’m thinking that I can write 
or speak or worship or move about as I 
please — within obvious limits — and of 
nearly 400 million people in Europe who 
can’t. I'm thinking of boys and girls torn 
from their homes and shipped in cattle- 
trucks to do forced labor in the Reich; of 
hundreds of thousands of innocent men 
and women who spend their nights waiting 
for a visit of the secret police. I’m thinking 
of the millions of people for whom Happi- 
ness doesn’t mean a mink coat or a cock- 
tail party, but a bit of stale bread, the 
safety of their loved ones, and the possi- 
bility that some day again they may be 
certain of Life and Liberty. 

Perhaps Pearl Harbor has convinced 
us that protection from such terrors is more 


essential to America than are short work 
weeks and fat pay envelopes. Maybe we 
have stopped getting -and begun giving. 
Maybe we have stopped crying about a 
Democracy that ‘‘doesn’t work’’ and be- 
gun striving for a Democracy that will 
work. 


Mosr of us realize now that we shall 
need all our courage and self-sacrifice if 
we are to win this war. But we must 
realize too that we shall go on needing 
them, even when we are victorious. 
For liberty and justice are lost not only 


in war but in peace. It didn’t take 


a war to produce Hitler; it took only 
a Democracy that didn’t work. And 
Democracy will work for us only while we 
work for Democracy. This means, first, 
that we must be informed; that we must 
use our votes intelligently, and, so far as is 
humanly possible, without regard to our 
own selfish interests. It means we must 
end the rule of self-seeking politicians and 
pressure-groups. We must get over “the 


‘gimmes” -—-the idea that our .government 


has no other province than to pour the 
taxpayers’ money into our laps. We must 
remember that in a land of equal oppor- 
tunity, there is no room for class hatreds, 
or for a ruinous struggle between capital 
and labor. Otherwise, what has happened 
abroad can happen here. 

It is not only Japanese bombs and Ger- 
man bayonets that we have to fear; it is 
the surrender of our priceless heritage of 
liberty and free enterprise and human 
dignity, through relaxation and greed and 
apathy and ignorance. Now that we know 
what we're fighting for, maybe we'll go on 
fighting — long after we've conquered 
Japan and Germany, and until we have 
conquered the foes of freedom that are 
our own follies and failings. 
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SIDELINES 


DIRECTION. Few sections in America 
can boast a language idiom more color- 
ful and expressive than those regions 
settled by the ‘Pennsylvania Dutch.” 
Though the farmers there have been 
U. S. citizens for many generations, 
bits of Old World language — trans- 
lated into a peculiar kind of American 
slang — linger on. One favorite, for 
example, crops up at the dinner table 
when Junior asks for another piece of 
now-vanished cake. Mother will shake 
her head: “The cake is all.”’ 

But we like best the sign beneath an 
out-of-order doorbell on a Dutch farm- 
house:

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EVERY WEEK, almost every day, brings 
news of another daring raid by the 
Commandos on Axis-occupied countries. 
Who are the Commandos and what do 
they mean to America? Here is their 
thrilling story by Bernard Seeman. 


HE Mediterranean is dark and still. A

On the outskirts of the town is the muni- 
tions dump. The two men stop. Ahead of 
them is the silhouette of an Italian sentry.

Then he moves off toward the group of build- 
ings that house the munitions.

Just a few 
manage to escape into the shadows. 

Fingers of light probe into the night sky, 
searching for imagined attacking aircraft. 
Then a salvo of random antiaircraft fire adds 
its pyrotechnics to the confusion. 


FLAMES leap skyward from an ammunition dump. In five minutes these Commandos have destroyed 


Suddenly, off on his left, the man with the 
tommy gun hears the rat-tat-tat of machine- 
gun fire. His companion tears into sight, fol- 
lowed by a welter of pursuers. The quarry 
stops and wheels quickly, emptying his auto- 
matics into the oncoming Italians. Then he 
is off again, but only for a few yards. A burst 
of machine-gun fire cuts him down. 

Escape for the man with the tommy gun 
seems impossible. The country is alive with 
Italian patrols. He comes to a quick decision. 
Behind him is the Mediterranean. . . 

About a mile up the coast, his tommy gun 
ready for instant action, he emerges from the 
water. Then, using the stars and the memo- 
rized landmarks, he works his way to the 
cached canoe. 

Months later, the British Ministry of In- 
formation releases the following item: ‘““The 
War Office now permits us to reveal that the

Commandos landed on the Italian coast near 
N recently. They destroyed a large 
munitions dump and inflicted numerous cas- 
ualties upon the garrison. One man failed to 
return.” 

The Commandos are called “‘phantoms of 
the night.”’ Hardbitten super-soldiers of many 
races and many nations, they are united by 
a single, vivid purpose: to carry the terror 
of war to the heart of the Axis. 

The men of Hitler and Mussolini, wherever 
they are, in Italy, France, Greece, Libya or 
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Norway, have learned to dread the sudden, 
destructive appearances of the Commandos. 
Raids like the one described occur almost 
nightly, often in much greater force. They are 
having a devastating effect on Axis morale. 
In July, 1940, shortly after the evacuation 
of Dunkirk, Prime Minister Churchill called 
in Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, hero of Zee- 
brugge in the last war, and asked him to 
organize a high-powered fighting force that 
would be capable of assaulting the enemy- 
held coasts.

Almost overnight, one of the most efficient 
and highly trained organizations of shock 
troops came into being. Before the month was 
up they were already raiding the German- 
held coast of France — swimming ashore, 
slashing at communications, then escaping to 
waiting ships. 

Lightning-swift daredevils, they were offi- 
cially dubbed Commandos, after their South 
African counterparts whose reckless zip and 
dash made history in the Hottentot and Boer 
Wars. 

Danger is the air a Commando breathes. 
He must be willing to stake his life without 
reckoning the odds. There are not many such 
men. 

Stefan K..... is a Pole. Short-legged and 
sturdy, he was one of those gallant cavalry- 


men who charged futilely against the onrush- 
ing Nazi tanks in the fields south of Warsaw. 
After the debacle, Stefan escaped through 
Rumania and made his way to England. 
Today he is a Commando. Vengeance is his 
spur. 

Then there is the young Norwegian who, 
inflamed by Nazi treachery, took down his 
hunting rifle and sniped at the invaders. He 
ambushed them in the mountains; he tracked 
them down and killed them in their sleep. 
Then, before the net could close upon him, 
he escaped in a smal! sailboat and steered for 
England. Now he wears the black uniform 
and warms himself with the thought that 
tonight, somewhere on the Dutch coast, more 
Nazis will feel his hate. 

There are also the Englishmen, such as the 
steelworker whose entire future was blasted 
by a demolition bomb which a Heinkel

dropped onto the roof of his cottage outside 
Coventry. 

There are even Gurkhas, those short, wiry 
fighters from the Himalayan uplands of 
Nepal, who fight for the sheer love of combat 
-—- are bred to it. 

They come from all walks of life, many 
nations, many races. Yet they are one, for, 
whatever their origin, regardless of each man’s 
background, they all possess those peculiar 
mental, physical and moral qualities that 
make feats of suicidal daring possible. They 
are the Commandos. 

The cunning and stealth of an Indian, the 
physical agility of an acrobat, the mechanical 
efficiency of an engineer, the ability to absorb 
terrific physical punishment and still be able 
to bounce back — those are but a few of the 
qualities that must be drilled into.a man 
before he can become a Commando fighter. 

He may come from any branch of the armed 
forces; infantry, artillery, the Royal Navy 
or one of the others. The fact that he is 
chosen for Commando training indicates that 
he already possesses outstanding physical 
and mental characteristics. Once accepted, 
he is-sent to the secret training base on the 
coast of western Scotland. 

Here his physical endurance is built up by 
long cross-country runs in full equipment and 
by forced marches through wild, broken coun- 
try. Then he is assigned to a small group of 
trainees dnd placed in the hands of special 
instructors. Experts in the art of jiujitsu 
patiently show the recruit how to overcome 
opponents silently and expeditiously — some 
day he will need this knowledge to strike 
down an enemy sentry. 


Herculean Test 


| ne from the loch, on whose shore the 
base is situated, is a tangle of wild country 
— craggy hills, forests. Here, he receives the 
next portion of his training. Up and down 
mountains he goes, under the guidance of a 
famous Alpinist, until he knows all of the 
tricks of mountain climbing, even how to 
scale bare rock faces at night. Then a leather- 
skinned hunter takes him into the forest and 
teaches him its lore. How to move swiftly 
and silently through wooded country; how to 
cover his tracks; how to find shelter; how to 
build smokeless fires. He learns the use of the 
compass, how to read maps and aerial photo- 
graphs and how to guide himself by the stars. 
Then he receives his first real test. He is 
given a map, a compass and a bare minimum 
of food and water. He is shown a point on the 
map and told he must reach that. point within 
a specified time. He must wade through 
strange swamps, traverse forests, swim icy 
streams without wetting his rifle and scale 
crags in the black of night. The distances are 
too long and the time too short; he is tired, 
hungry and thirsty, but he makes it. 
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Back at base camp, his education is rounded 
out. A skilled engineer teaches him the art of 
sabotage —- how to calculate explosive charg- 
es, and where to place them to blow up 
bridges, munitions dumps, docks. He is taught 
how to cross barbed wire and mine fields, 
how to spike cannon and destroy tanks. 

Next, he is placed under the tutelage of the 
Royal Navy, whose experts teach him the 
science of amphibious warfare, the use of 
small craft and the operation of the two 
specially designed Commando invasion craft 
—— flat-bottomed, armored, motor-driven ves- 
sels; one is equipped to carry a platoon, the 
other is large enough to hold motor vehicles 
or a full infantry company. 

Only then does he win the right to don the 
Commando uniform.

Tue exploits of the Commandos, their 
everyday raids into enemy territory have been 
obscured by the British censors. Intention- 
ally so; because it is their purpose to keep 
the Axis guessing, never to let them know 
what hit them. Occasionally, however, the 
Commandos pull off a deed of such magnitude 
and propaganda value that it is impossible 
to keep it secret. The invasion of Norway's 
Lofoten Island and the destruction of the 
Nazi whale-oil plant there made world head- 
lines.

rT OOM UP, chief, and let a bunch 
of ‘Joe McGees’ set steel until 
Hitler yells uncle and the 
Japs are back in Japan. It’s plants the 
U.S. needs to build planes, tanks and 
guns -— and we're the boys to throw 
these plants up in nothin’ flat.’ 

Te get you started off right, a Joe 
MeGée in the structural-steel-erect- 
ing game is a Johnny-Come-Lately — 
a guy who was jerking soda or some- 
thing a few months ago. In other war 
industries they may be known by 
different names, but we'll call them 
all Joe McGees, because they all have 
that same spirit. 

Many of these enthusiastic, hard- 
working youngsters were just about 
licked by those terrible 30's. But now 
the war has given them a chance. 


CORN FIELDS had to be converted 
overnight into tank factories; acres 
of plane factories had to be built in a 
hurry. But industry, keyed to the lean 
years, found itself with a tremendous 
shortage of skilled craftsmen. So the 
Joe McGees stepped in. They cussed 
and they sweated and burned up 
about four times too much enefgy. 


Meet a Joe McGee 


The weaker amateurs dropped out 
and the overstupid were culled by 
crusty foremen, but the ones who 
learned and stuck it out have done 
and are doing a grand job —— in every 
kind of industry. 

Green country boys, erstwhile gro- 
cery clerks and former office flunkies 
are manning the tools of production 
after hurried vocational courses or 
short apprenticeships. They aren't fin- 
ished craftsmen, but they are holding 


up their end of production in thou- 
sands of plants all over the country. 

It is a swell thing to look at, their 
transformation to proud young men 
with their headea up and visions in 
their eyes. It is ironic that it took a 
madman in Europe to give them the 
opportunity, but perhaps this is part 
of the silver lining. Maybe a really 
lasting peace will come out of it, and 
these youths will be better fitted for 
responsibility in the post-war world. 


Let's get acquainted with a typical 
Joe McGee: 

In 1936, he graduated from high 
achool with good grades, a winning 
personality and some skill at book. 
keeping. Confidently he looked for a 
job eo that he could begin to think of 
carving out a career for himeelf and 
marrying ‘‘the’’ girl. 

The girl was there, the dreams were 
there — but no job. After a few dreary 
months behind the counter of a gro- 
cery store which finally failed, Joe 
was glad to be accepted by the CCC. 
Thies proved a lifesaver, as things at 
home were very bad, but it wasn’t 
what you'd call getting ahead fast. 
When he got out of the CCC, in 1937, 
he still couldn’t find a job. So finally 
he “hit the road.”’ 


MOBO TRIPS... cardboard in his 
shoes... seldom a square meal. And, 
taking the place of the hopes he had 
once had, there grew a bitter anger at 
everything and everybody. 

He looked beaten. But the spark 
was still there. Like the time he 
heard the soapbox agitator say 
that the U. S. A. was decadent — 
washed up. Fighting mad, he 
started to yell him down. But the 
soapbox orator was too amart for 
him. With a sarcastic taunt at 
‘our prosperous-looking capital- 
ist friend here’’ he stunned Joe. 
Next day the boy shaved off the 
beard, cleaned up—and went 
looking for a job. 

His fortunes rose eome in 1939. He 
was able to work at various jobs most 
of the time. Then, in June, 1940, he 
got the break. The ironworkers’ union 
had opened its membership gates and 
he had a friend in the union. Here was 
a chance to make real dough for the 
first time in his life. 


hia beat 


Ironworkers, or bridgemen, as they 
prefer to be called, are proud of their 
craft. They work hard and fast - 
amid danger. Keeping up with such 
men wae difficult at firat, But Joe did 
Now he hae many of those 
things a normal young man wants 
a secondhand car, new clothes and 
shows and dances with that girl. 

He likes a drink. He spends too 
much money—but with confi- 
dence that he can make more. 

I can almost hear you say that 
you don’t think Joe has become 
anything to rave about. But wait, 
Joe wants to tell you something: 

“Yeah, | was glad when I got a 
chance to start punking (work as 
apprentice). Been making good dough 
——-even draw journeyman pay most 
of the time. But I got something 
better than money. I worked down 
on the powerhouse, first job. Worked 
until I saw green before my eyes every 
day. But one day I turned around and 
looked back as I was leaving the job. 
Looked like it would last a million 
years. I could see the steel we had set 
that day. Course I didn’t do much. 
Just a punk, a Joe McGee, but I had 
put everything I had into it. A fool 
lump came in my throat and crazy 
tears nearly came out. | just wanted to 
stand there and yell. It was so big and 
heavy and straight, and I built it. 
You always hear about thrills, but, 
hell, youdon’'t get ’em like that often.”’ 

There is the change. There is the 
reason the Joe McGees are holding 
up their heads with visions in their 
eyes. They are builders and they will 
never be satisfied again unless they 
are building. Now it's ships, tanks, 
guns and planes to beat Hitler and the 
Japs, but when that is done they are 
going to be building America.

Fancy clothes and pillow slips 


— from flour sacks and feed 
bags! That's conservation, 1942

Fy you should step up to Mrs. 

Smith, of Kansas, and say, ‘*Mad- 

am, that dress looks like a flour 
sack,"’ she'd probably just smile and 
reply, ““Thank you. It is.’’ For, be- 
lieve it or not, 3,000,000 American 
women and children are wearing 
“*feed-bag clothes’’ today — and are 
tickled pink with them. 

Of course, it is no new trick to 
make aprons, overalls and roller towels 
out of flour and feed sacks. American 
farm folk have been doing it for years. 
Not so long ago a popular novel told 
of a back-country bride whose trous- 
seau clothes all bore the label, “‘Bull- 
dog Brand.”’ But today the feed-bag 
garment is no longer a symbol of 
drabness or poverty. Flour and stock 
feed are now being packaged in an 
attractive line of cotton prints, and 


farm women throughout the country 
are brightening their lives with the 
gayly-patterned sacks. 

The trend started during the de- 
pression, when an Oklahoma miller 
was swamped with complaints from 
his customers that their feed-bag 
clothes were rough and scratchy and 
the stamped trade-marks too con- 
spicuous. He passed the word on to 
Pacific Mills, big textile manufactur- 
ers, and that enterprising company 
promptly set up a department to de- 
sign material for feed bags that the 
daughter of the family could wear to 
school without fear of derision. The 
idea caught on at once, and other 
fabric manufacturers followed suit. 
Last year, more than 50,000,000 bags 
of flour and feed were packaged in 
smart cotton prints for the home 
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UP-TO-DATE 


dresamaker. Farmers in 15 states are 
taking swatches of cloth to match 
when they go to town to buy chicken 
feed, and in Kansas, Missouri, 
Nebraska and Iowa, 19 out of 20 feed 
mills are selling their wares in vivid 
fabrics that are soon transformed into 
every manner of garment and decora- 
tive household article. 

Though housewives of all income 
classes are sewing away on feed bags 
these days, it is natural that this inex- 
pe sive material should appeal most 
st. ngly to people who have to count 
the pennies. Looking for a rural area 
where cash is scarce, the writer went 
to southern Oklahoma and found a 
county where almost every woman 
and child is decked out in feed-bag 
clothes. Walk into J. S. Miller's cross- 
roads store at Farmer’s Hill, and the 
first thing you notice is a wall piled 
high with printed sacks in a wide range 
of colores and patterns. 


Matching Patterns 


HILE I was looking at this display 
the door opened and in came a lady 
of ample frame, the wife of a small 
cotton farmer. She had a piece of 
cloth in her hand —a blue floral de- 
sign on a white background. 

“Got any more like this?’ she 
asked Mr. Miller. “‘Takes five to 
make me a dress.”’ 


“Wouldn’t you know it — way 


down at the bottom!’ groaned Mr. 
Miller, and began lifting the heavy 
bags to get at the one which matched 
the sample. 


Before last year, the lady told me, 
she never had more than one dress 
at a time. Now she has five and thinks 
nothing of it. I went over to her house 
to look at them. The newest was a riot 
of color -— the top of a red-and-white 
polka dot, around the waist a broad 
band of flowered white, and the skirt 
of red and blue flowers against solid 
yellow. Her windows, once curtain- 
less, have blossomed out with gay 
prints, and she is planning slip covers 
for two chairs. All over McCurtain 
County, women are taking a new 
pride in dressing themselves and their 
homes in a manner which wasn’t pos- 
sible before flour and feed bags went 
fancy. 

Neither in texture nor in pattern 
is there anything about the new feed- 
bag fabrics to suggest their origin. 
Years ago a number of millers sold 
feed in bags stamped in checkerboard 
or other simple patterns as a sort of 
trade-mark. These bags were used 
to some extent in making garments, 
but the patterns themselves were glar- 
ing advertisements, and therefore 
something of a badge of poverty. No 
such odium can possibly attach to 
today’s convertible sack. Labels now 
wash off, and the material is soft and 


linen-like. Last year, Pacific Mille 
alone made cloth for feed bags in 
1,000 different patterns. Feed-bag 
stylists keep an eye on the semart 
Fifth Avenue shops and follow sea- 
sonal trends in color and pattern. 

Patterns for new uses have been 
appearing every week or so. Squared 
designs intended for quilts have a 
large demand, and for children’s 
pajamas, play suits and room decora- 
tions there are prints of animals, 
starry skies, and children playing 
under trees. 

One convertible feed bag is so de- 
signed that when ripped open, washed 
and hemmed it becomes a ready-made 
white tablecloth with an attractive 
print border. These now cover thou- 
sands of farmhouse tables, and you 
would never know they weren't atore- 
bought tablecloths. 


A Nickel a Bag 


Fvour and feed served up in the 
fancy bags cost the consumer a nickel 
more, If the purchaser doesn’t want 
the bag, he can return it and get his 
money back -—- but storekeepers re- 
port that only bachelors are turning 
in the bags. 

That brings us to another important 
merit of the idea. A large percentage 
of flour and fine-mesh feed bags used 
to be returned to the mills and used 
over and over again, thus reducing 
the annual consumption of cotton. 
The printed bags, which hold feed 
only once, help to use up our cotton 
surplus. Textile firma which make 
these prints have booked orders in 
recent weeks running into millions of 
yards of material. 

Only a small part of this sale of 
ultimate dress goods displaces normal 


sales through the women’s clothing 
stores, since thousands of women 
have several dresses where once they 
got along with one. Of course, most 
women will continue to buy their 
party and Sunday dresses at the shops. 

Though born of the depreasion, the 
feed-bag cult no longer rests upon low 
standards of living. At a time when 
farm aa well as national income is 
booming, demand for the convertible 
sacks is growing as never before. All 
through the great farming areas, sew- 
ing circles and girls’ clubs are vying 
with one another to find new uses for 
the attractive containers. Women 


hold “‘bag parties’’ where they ex- 
change sacks to get enough of one 
pattern for a quilt or couch cover. At 
scores of midwest state and county 
fairs last autumn there were competi- 
tive exhibits of feed-bag needlework 
to which women contributed all man- 
ner of garments and household ar- 
ticles. 

Yes, aackcloth has certainly come 
into its own. With 3,000,000 American 
women and children using the stuff, 
it adds up to big business — and good 
business, too, for both the nation’s 
economy and its morale.

Stories already broadcast include Aesop’s

toughest assignment was Jules Verne’s Around 
the World in 80 Days. Tops in fun was The Ugly 
Duckling. He knows when he’s doing a better- 
than-usual job by the chuckles of the camera 
crew behind his back. 

John comes by his talent for drawing droll 
characters honestly. Graduated from DePauw, 
he toured 10,000 miles, earned a living by cari- 
cature-interviews of prominent local citizens and 
selling the results to the town papers.

HE ‘Business as Usual’ placards 

along English shop-fronts, gap- 

ing with shell-holes or bearing 
first-aid bandagings to cover injuries 
suffered, mean: “‘We are carrying on 
despite any damaging the enemy can 
do!” Yet here in America this slogan 
is also used to describe those who 
care more for their own profits than 
their country’s needs. A somewhat 
similar condition exists regarding the 
idea of “hospitality as usual.’ This 
question seems to me of enough im- 
portance to be considered at some 
length. Let us start with the following 
letter sent me by a reader: 


“I wish you would write an article 
and state a few home truths to those 
of your readers who imagine that life 
in wartime is to be carried on as usual. 
Coming from you direct, they perhaps 
might be made to see that except in 
the Service Centers of Army camps or 
in soldiers’ and sailors’ clubs, the word 
hostess should be banned for the 
duration. 

“You would also be doing a service 
to our country, if you would point out 
to the bridge players that their talents 
could be better employed in almost 
any of the activities of the war 
organizations. Also, would you say 
something about unselfish, in contrast 
with selfish, occupations? 

*““My reason for writing you is be- 
cause of an unpleasant disagreement 
I had just now with a neighbor whom 
I consider a friend. Stopping in to 
remind her of her usual donation to a 
needy cause, I found her busily em- 
broidering a very elaborate piece of 
needlepoint. 

***Don’t you realize,’ I asked her, 
‘that we are at war?’ ”’ 

** *Yes,’ she said. ‘Of course I do.’ 

** *Then how can you spend your 
time on anything as needless and 
extravagant? The hours you waste 
on this would knit dosens of socks 
Jor our boys!’ 

“She replied that the monotony of 
knitting got on her nerves, and that 
having to match colors in the pattern 
was a pleasant relief. Besides, she did 
need the piece for a fireside chair that 
had for a long time been waiting 
for it. 

“Plainly, Mrs. Post, it is high time 
that people be made to realize that the 
war is here and that the embellish- 
ment of furnishings is not to be 
thought of.”’ 
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By one of those not unusual coin- 
cidences, the best answer I can make is 
a letter that came yesterday from 
London. The writer of it is very dear 
to me. I shall call her Sally. 

She is one of the most beautiful and 
one of the best-loved Americans who 
grace the ancient names of their 
British husbands. Let me quote ex- 
cerpts of what she says. She writes 
little of the war further than to say 
that, “... now that America is in, the 
road to victory will be shorter!’’ She 
does, however, mention it indirectly 
by saying: 


“There is not much blitzing 
nowadays, so I usually get home 
for tea. There is always someone 
interesting turning up, in addi- 
tion to the regulars who come 
often. We were over twenty yes- 
terday, and had quite a feast! 
There was plenty of tea and 
bread, and we had butter enough 
to spread each slice for almost a 
quarter of its width, to give 
everyone two special mouthfuls.’’ 


As for “realizing that the war is 
here,’’ I want to explain to the reader 
for whose benefit I have quoted this 
second letter, that Sally has been 
driving an ambulance in London 
throughout the war. In other words, 
the “alert’’ —- notifying the civilians 
to seek shelter — notifies her to put on 
her tin hat and drive her ambulance 
into the thick of it, to search for and 
help to pick up those still living. As 
for her realization of war's grimness ~ 
her husband, still at a distant front, 
has been decorated twice. Her son, 
aged 20, is on his way to the Far East! 

I emphasize these points as I come 
to the last of her letter which par- 
ticularly fits in with the question of 
the needlepoint. She writes of having 
“bought a-“whole lot of marvelous 
brocade that was sold for a song.” 
Upholstery fabrics are happily not 
rationed. She says she has been tak- 
ing advantage of the lull in the air 
raids to run up very wide curtains 
that are very lovely when pulled over 
the black-out ones. She has also 
almost finished a set of slip-covers and 
says her living room is quite something 
to see! 

All this illustrates exactly the im- 
portant point I want to make: that 
the essentials of hospitality are more 
important in times of stress and crisis 
than in times of peace. It is when we 
are upset in mind — particularly if 
those dearest to us are on any of the 
war fronts — that it is not good to be 
alone. Nor for our friends to be alone. 
Therefore, it is not being callous for 
women of heart and poise, of calmness 
as well as courage, to increase rather 
than to curtail their accustomed 
hospitality.

Navy gunners can blast an 
enemy they can't even see. 
Know how they do it? 


BATTLESHIPS are Amefica’s uardians. 
They protect our coasts, patro] the sea lanes. 
They pack a terrific wallop — their big guns 
can sock tons of steel and explosive into an 
enemy.

More things to consider: Her roll and pitch, 
speed, direction. Figure where you'll be shoot- 
ing from in a few seconds, to where the enemy 
will be in the 40 seconds or so it takes your 
shells to go 20 miles!

The range finder does 
it in an instant. : 


THE EYES of the man behind the gun — 
that’s the range finder. Today airplanes help 
call the shots —- but when many shells splash 
around the target, they can’t tell who's shoot- 
ing where. The range finder keeps on func- 
tioning. That’s why each vessel carries sev- 
eral. A big one weighs two tons. Has 1,500 
parts. Costs $35,000. Takes half as long in 
the making as a battleship itself. 

But today Americans are building them — 
fast. And Americans know how to use them. 
That’s one reason why our shooting is the 
world’s best. And one more reason why we'll 
win the war. —— JO CHAMBERLIN

T HAPPENED some years ago when Henry 

Wallace — young, attractive, clever, un- 

known, ambitious —returned to Des 
Moines. Graduated with honors and all that, 
from Iowa State College, he thought his whole 
aim at Des Moines was to write for ‘“Wallace’s 
Farmer,” the paper founded by his father and 
grandfather. On the side he worked in statis- 
tics at Drake University. 

But Destiny — already planning that Henry 
Wallace should have a brilliant political 
career and should be Vice President of the 

jJnited States in one of the most cataclysmic 
periods of history —- was waiting at Drake 
with a partner for his future greatness. She 
was a slender, exceptionally pretty co-ed by 
name of Flo Browne. Thus the boy of destiny 
met the girl. 

Vital statistics from the Wallace fam- 
ily later record two sons and a daughter. 
Younger son Bob, inducted as a private in the 
Army one day when his father was out of 
town, refused to let the chauffeur drive him to 
the Virginia camp in the official car. ‘“‘No — 
thank you,” said Bob. “I’ll have plenty of 
trouble as it is.” Rough going — and not 
nearly “‘private’’ enough — when a great man’s 
son turns rookie! 

THE VICE PRESIDENT is known to be 
modest, unassuming, studious, a great reader. 
fie began studying Spanish three years ago; 
speaks it like a native now; has one Spanish-

Unassuming, also, is Mrs. Wallace — one 


of Washington’s prettiest and loveliest host- 
esses. She likes Washington, but is most 
interested in her family and children. She 
entertains frequently — but for the most part 
informally, fourteen being the largest number 
she can take care of comfortably in their mod- 
est housekeeping apartment at the Wardman- 
Park Hotel. She likes to give buffet suppers in 


winter, and picnics in summer at the Depart. 
ment of Agriculture's experimental farm. 


COOKING is Mrs. Wallace's gift, pleasure, 
hobby and business. She usually gets meals 
on the maid's day out; always does the cook 
ing herself when she wants some special dish 
prepared, She has an outstanding name for the 
food she serves, but is overly modest about it. 
Her two recipes in THIS WEEK are famous in 
her house. Also they are homey and sensible. 
CORN SPOON BREAD 
2 tablespoons butter, 

4 cup cornmeal melted 
% teaspoon salt 3 eggs, separated 

Scald 114% cups milk. Combine remaining 
milk, cornmeal, and salt; add to hot milk; 
mix well. Cover and cook over hot water 
1 hour. Add. butter and well-beaten egg 
yolks; cool. Fold in stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Pour into greased baking dish and bake in 
modern oven (350° F.) 45 minutes. Approxi- 
mate yield: 6 portions. 

CHIFTON CREAM PIE 

14% cups chocolate 3 eggs, separated 

wafer crumbs 4 cup sugar 
4 cup melted butter \{ teaspoon salt 
1 envelope (1 tablespoon) 1 teaspoon vanilla 

unflavored gelatine 1 cup scalded milk 
\4 cupcold water 1cup heavy cream; whipped 

Combine crumbs and butter; press firmly 
over bottom and sides of 9-inch pie pan; 
chill. Sprinkle gelatine on cold water. Com- 
bine egg yolks, sugar, salt and vanilla; add to 
hot milk. Cook over hot water until mixture 
coats spoon. Add gelatine to hot mixture; stir 
until dissolved. Chill until syrupy. Fold in 
stiffly beaten egg whites and whipped cream. 
Pour into pie pan lined with crumb crust. If 
desired, garnish with coarsely grated semi- 
sweet chocolate or additional chocolate wafer 
crumbs. Chill until firm. Yield: 1 (9-inch) pie.

Army-morale officers could explain this puzzle. 
A pep-transfusion into vanity has a healthy effect 
upon the morale. The Army knows that the most 
despondent young man reacts with a cheerful grin 
and a self-confident strut to a good grooming job 
and a spruced-up uniform. 

These ABC’s of Army morale have crashed the 
curriculum of many schools, concerned with the 
students’ problems of personality adjustment. 
Says Harriet Smith Zucker, president a the Per- 
sonality Guidance Counsellors Association, a group 
of student-guidance directors of representative 
New York schools: ‘‘The courage and self-con- 
fidence of young people, facing a war-dislocated 
world, need bucking up. We have found that good 
grooming habits have as telling an effect upon the 
morale of boys and girls as they have upon 
soldiers.” 

To show you what she means by good and bad 
grooming, study the photograph on this page. 
Pictured here are twin girls, as alike as Tweedledum 
and Tweedledee. They are dressed in identical 
outfits; their clothes are carefully chosen and 
ensembled by a committee of experts. 

Yet see what a difference there is when one girl 
observes all the rules of good grooming while the 
other shrugs them aside with indifference. What 
registers, even in a photograph, is the telling effect 
that a slick appearance has upon personality. 

The good grooming of the twin at the right 
speaks for itself, and explains her air of cock- 
sureness. For ten ways to wreck that im- 
pression, look at her sister's peeping slip and 
shirt tail; hatless head and unkempt hair; 
unbuttoned jacket; loopy collar and hanging 
cuff; smeary lipstick; gloveless hands; baggy 
hose. Summed up, what else can you make 
of these but symptoms of a defeatist attitude?

PLANNING DEFENSE 


FOR THE BOMBER 

The Nazis, basing their con- 
clusions on experience’ = gained 
fighting third-rate equipment in 
Spain and Poland, decided that 
it would be impossible to stop 
bombers from getting in to their 
targets. Hence the logical de 
sign was to make their purauit 
planes the fastest possible so 
that they could catch enemy- 
bombers after their raids and 
make it too expensive for them 
to come back again. The Ger- 
man bombers, following the 
same idea, were designed for 
speed and more speed, hoping to 
escape enemy pursuit by get- 
ting to the clouds and away. 
They had little or no armament, 
for that meant cutting down 
their speed. 

The. British did not feel the 
same way about acrial warfare 
They darn well intended to stop 
the enemy bombers from get- 
ting through (and let it be re- 
corded that they succeeded), 
and they equally well expected 
enemy fighters to catch their 
bombers. The only answer to 
that was to put such fire pow-

At 200 miles an hour, the air- 
pressure is 100 pounds a square 
foot. You certainly cannot hold 
your hand steady against such 
a blast, let alone point and fire 
a machine gun, and the British 
were not satisfied with one 
machine gun—they wanted to 
point and fire four at a time, 
The answer was simple—a good, 
staunch electric motor. Four 
guns were mounted, two on a 
side, in a hemispherical glass 
“greenhouse” about three feet in 
diameter. The gunner sat be- 
tween the guns, and the usual 
arrangement found one of these 
“power turrets” at the nose and 


one at the tail of a heavy bomb-- 


the

er—at the extremes 
gunner had the widest 
fire. 

The power turrets worked like 
magic. Time and time again 
British bombers fought off at- 
tacks that should have spelt to- 
tal defeat. The early German 
fighters had four machine guns, 
and when pressing an attack on 
a Vickers “Wellington” faced 
just as many guns as they had 
themselves. Even more, while 
the Nazi pilot could fire his fixed 
guns only when his airplane 
pointed directly at the British 
plane, the Tommy’s” gunner 
could fire his four movable guns 
while the German cireled, while 
he approached, and after he 
passed. The power turret was a 
stroke of genius. 


THE GERMAN DECISION 
FOR THE “AGGRESSIVE” 

What did the Germans have 
in their bombers? It was al- 
most pitiful. The Germans are 
a great race for psychology. I 
recall one of their medical re- 
ports that went like this: “While 
the position of reclining on the 
back is the best for resisting the 
body stresses of high accelera- 
tion due td violent maneuvers, 
it is not as aggressive a_ posi 
tion as the crouch. Therefore 
designers will not employ a 
hinged seat back.” Note that 
word “aggressive.” They ap 
parently have to be in the right 
position to fight! 

Their bombers reflected this 
same attitude. Instead of put- 
ting the men in the places 
where they were most needed, 
the crew was grouped together 
—it was good psychology. The 
gunner, armed with one ma- 
chine gun (which he swung 
himself) was back to back with 
the pilot. * The entire rear of 
the airplane was in the gun- 
ner’s way, and it was up to him 
to avoid shooting off the tail 
surfaces. Imagine how he felt 
when an eight-gun “Hurricane” 
approached! 

This condition could not last, 
but the revisions were as piti- 
ful as the original design. The 
German gunner got four guns, 
bristling out like porcupine 
quills. He had no power to help 
him, nor did the guns fire to- 
gether. When a plane crossed 
his tail he was supposed to fire 
one gun for the small angle it 
controlled, grab the middle two 
(they fired together) and fire 
then, then grab the last one and 
fire it! During all this he had 
to avoid shooting his own tail.

THE GERMANS ADD 
TO THEIR POWER 


The first year saw the Nazis 
greatly increase the fire power 
of their pursuit airplanes, and 
more effectively than the job 
they did on the bombers, To 
the four machine guns they 
added three cannons! The fact 
that each cannon held only nine 
shells scarcely seemed to de- 
tract from the tremendous fire 
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of granulated sugar and one cup of

But something new had been 
added The rate of fire had 
been increased and it had also 
been discovered that even if the 
enemy airplane were armored, 
the eight guns would act some- 
what like a buzz-saw, and so 
weaken whatever part of the 
plane they struck that the next 
maneuver would tear it off. 

Armor and self-sealing gaso 
line tanks appeared, first in the 
German planes and then in the 
British and then in the Ameri- 
can airplanes Greater fire 
power still was required, and 
cannons needed more than ever 
This time the British were ready 
with two new armament 
schemes. Twelve machine guns 
firing at the rate of 14,400 bul 
lets a minute in one model, 
four cannons firing at the rate 
of 1,400 shells a minute in an- 
other, and in their latest and 
best attack plane, the Bristol 
“Beaufighter,” four cannons and 
SIX machine guns 

New uses have been found for 
this new power—airplanes of 
the British “Coastal Command” 
fire their cannons against ships, 
and long range attacks againat 
airfields are more successful 
than ever 

Little has 
about American 
fire-power. It is 
with a vengeance. The lightest 
fighter we build has _ 1,500 
pounds of guns, ammunition and 
armor. And only America has 
developed a cannon larger than 
the one-inch (20- millimeter) 
cannon used in Europe. Our 
gun is the inch-and-a-half 37- 
millimeter cannon, slow of fir- 
ing, but packing a tremendous 
wallop. 

We were not far behind in 
adopting large numbers of guns 
either, The early Curtiss Hawks 
had provision for six guns and 
were remodeled to take even 
more Cannons are appearing 
in numbers. Adding extra guns 
is a far harder task than the 
average layman realizes. It is 
obvious that ‘space must be 
found (and for the seven-foot 
37-millimeter cannon this is no 
picnic) and that the plane must 
be strong enough to stand the 
added weight. Less obvious are 
the other details. It is not suf- 
ficient that the guns merely be 
placed in the position wanted 
If they are to fire through the 
propeller the interrupter gea: 
must be connected and synchro- 
nized to avoid shooting off a 
blade. Room must be found for 
ammunition boxes, and they 
must be readily accessible. This 
usually means doors must be 
put in the top surface of the 
wings. Provision must be made 
for getting rid of empty cases 
and metal belt links. (This is 
frequently accomplished by a 
simple dump chute, but in one 
airplane these small  pleces 
striking the tail surfaces neces- 
sitated redesigning the entire 
gun mount and the incorporat- 
ing of treated canvas bags to 
catch the links and cases). To 
each one of the eight or 10 guns 
must run an electric trigger 
cable and a pneumatic or elec- 
tric gun-charging device. The 
latter is used to clear the gun 
of dud cartridges. Even the 
gun sight has problems all its

A 30-caliber bullet is 
stopped by a quarter-inch of 
armor plate or an inch of bule- 
let-proof glass; a 50-caliber bul- 
let is stopped by a half inch of 
armor, three inches of bullet- 
proof glass. Protection againat 
our 37-millimeter shell? The 
only protection we know so far 
is to be somewhere else when it 
BROCS off! 

We seem to have reached the 
saturation point in aerial fire- 
power for a while. We may rest 
assured that American gune-e 
smiths can equal or better any 
others on earth.

EXT Thursday night, the city that convinced Sher- 
man that war is hell will stage a super-colossal pre- 
view of the Second Battle of Atlanta. 

The mechanics of war have progressed a long way since 
old William Tecumseh, with his outmoded kitchen matches, 
introduced a crude form of arson that has since been de- 
veloped into a streamlined weapon known as the “scorched 
earth policy.” 

Nowadays, a soldier doesn’t scratch a match on the seat 
of his sweat-hardened britches and fan the flame from 
below. He carries his fire in a pill that’s a trifle too large 
to be swallowed, and he drops it from above. He gets the 
same results as Sherman, in far less time and with far 
greater ease.

10 they must have winced, for they have no ship that can 
match the speed or gun-power of these American light cruisers. 
Their best destroyers do only 36 knots against the Atlanta’s 43 and 
can oppose their 16 guns with only six. And six more of the Atlanta 
Class are on the way, a total of eight ships especially designed to 
run down and sink enemy destroyers. 

These light cruisers, a wholly new type in our Navy, have the 
heaviest antiaircraft protection yet mounted in any of our warships. 
Mounted in eight armored turrets, the Atlanta’s 16 5-inch guns 
are dual-purpose rifles for use against both aerial and surface 
targets. They are ingeniously arranged. Three twin turrets are 
mounted forward of the bridge and three aft, each turret super- 
firing over the other and on the ship’s centerline. Aft on the main 
deck, to port and starboard, are the other two twin turrets which 
fire only broadside. 

Fach of these cruisers has three circular, elevated platforms 
(two abreast of the forward bridge, one aft behind the topmost 
superimposed turret and the after fire-control tower), each believed 
to mount a quadruple set of 1.l-inch pompons. These, as well as a 
half-dozen heavy machineguns, will be used against dive bombers 
and torpedo planes. 

Because of their heavy antiaircraft battery, the Atlantas can 
operate in conjunction with a fast carrier striking force of one 
carrier and two heavy cruisers to give the squadron greater anti- 
aircraft protection. They could also use their high speed in throw- 
ing a smoke screen around the carrier striking force or the battle- 
fleet. The absence of catapults and aircraft (see accompanying pic- 
ture) lends credence to the belief that these ships were not designed 
to scout or operate alone as raiders, but were built to steam closely 
with the battlefleet and act as enemy destroyér-smashers or as 
floating antiaircraft batteries.

Atlantas, according to “Jane's,” have a 
three-and-a-half-inch belt of side armor and a two-inch armored 
deck. The accompanying picture shows that the forward” deckhouse 
and bridge have been extended to enclose the forward funnel and 
create a streamlined airflow around it, thus eliminating air pockets 
which would draw smoke downward.

other than that of supplying 
fruits for the table. Some of 
the larger ones, such as pears, 
make rather attractive shade 
trees, while the smaller ones, 
such as peaches, ‘nake attractive 
additions to the flowering shrub 
borders. 

A fruit tree or two will add 
color and interest to the out- 
door living room when placed in 
the lawn area. If used in the 
lawn it will be best to keep the 
tree pruned severely in order 
that the shade wili not be too 
heavy, so that the grass will 
grow better. “his can be done 
without destroying the beauty 
or shape of the tree if care is 
taken. 

The pears, peaches, cherries 
and plums all make wonderful- 
ly beautiful flowering shrubs. 
As a matter of fact, practically 
all of the fruit centers have 
spring festivals with parades, 
floats—a gala day for everyone 
to enjoy the beauty of the flow- 
ering trees. 

How to Plant. 

There are a few directions 
that, if followed, will mean a 
more healthy tree, a more dis- 
ease-resistant tree, a  aster- 
growing one; but just as im- 
portant, it will mean better, 
more juicy, prettier fruit. 

But first, let’s see why vertain 
things are necessary by seeing 
how trees grow. The roots take 
up moisture which contains 
plant food (if any) from the 
soil, while the leaves take in 
Oxygen and carbon dioxide. 

There is much that we can 
do to promote the growth of 
feeder roots, to supply moisture 
or to furnish the medium 
whereby the inoisture is .eld, to 
furnish plant food. 

To promote root growth, we 
should provide, when the tree 
Ss planted, a large area in Which 
the ground is soft and mellow 
that the little roots may easily 
grow. 

To supply moisture, the hole 
for planting should be very 
deep, at least three feet and, if 
the hard pan is broken up even 
below, that will be fine. In ad- 
dition the hole should be re- 
filled with earth containing lots 
of humus. This can be supplied 
with well-rotted manure, rotted 
leaves (they must be well 
rooted), peatmoss, peat hur .us 
or woods earth, 

To furnish plant food, a gen- 
erous quantity of a high grade 
plant food such as 4-12-4 should 
ae, mixed into the 
soil. 

There are a few points to re- 
member about planting new 
trees: (1) Cut off any broken 
roots, (2) remove at least one- 
half of the top of the tree, (3) 
Spread the roots in a natural 
position, (4) plant just a bit 
deeper than it stood in the nurs- 
ery, (5) leave a slight depres- 
sion around the tree for the 
first year, (6) be sure the soil 
is tight around the roots—tram- 
ple the soil in to be certain. 

Suggested Varicties. 

We list a few varieties that 
are widely planted around / 
lanta and that may be depended 
upon. There are dozens of other 
good varieties that might be 
planted with good success. We 
list these varieties in the order 
of their bearings: 

Apples. 

Red Bird: Earliest Red. Most 
beautifus and valuab’e early 
apple. Rather large; glowing 
scarlet; very prolific. 

Early Harvest: Early. 
sized, rounded, sour, yellov: 
apple. Smooth skin, few faint 
dots, bright straw color when 
fully ripe, 

Yellow Horse Apple: Late 
summer; large greenish yellow: 
firn, hard, crisp variety with 
acid flavor. Popular everywhere 
for cooking. 

Yellow Delicious: Early win- 
ter. Finest yellow apple, with 
the wonderful flavor of Deli- 
cious. 

All-Red Delicious: Late fall. 
Large, uniform, round, long, 
tapering, with ribbed nose. 
Turns solid red without stripes 
while still hard. 

Stayman Winesap: Winter. 
Strictly high-quality apple for 
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the south and perhaps the most 
extensively grown. Good-sized, 
roundish fruits with thick, tough 
skin of yellow green, changing 
a lively deep red, splashed dark 
crimson. 

Yates: Winter. Small yellow 
fruit, dark red stripes; turns al- 
most crimson. 

Peaches. 
Mayflower: Earliest of all. 
Freestone. Medium gize; en- 
tirely red. 

Golden Jubilee: Early. Earli- 
est yellow freestone. Elberta 
type. Golden yellow with scar- 
let cheeks. 

Hiley: Early Belle, Hiley 
Belle. Early: Freestone. Large, 
white, with bright red cheek: 
flesh white. 

Mikado: 
semi-freestone. 
fleshed beauty. 

Carmen: Early. Freestone. 
Round, brilliant red, splashed 
darker on creamy white round: 
flesh white, red at pit. 

Belle of Georgia: Midseason. 
Freestone. Large, beautiful 
fruit, with deep crimson cheek. 

Hale Haven: Midseason. Free- 
stone.

\tlanta again comes into the 

ferary spotlight with the pub- 
lication of the new novel, “Sab- 
bath Has No End” (Scribner's), 
by John Weld. It seems that the 
Georgia capital is one of sev- 
eral southern cities (others be- 
ing Birmingham, Ala.; Jackson, 
Miss.:. Lebanon, Tenn. and 
Charlotte, N. C.) in which the 
author spent a part of his youth. 
A letter from his publisher in 
this connection has this signifi- 
cant paragraph: 

“Some of your readers may 
remember John Weld—he grew 
up in Atlanta, lived on Peach- 
tree street, and swam on the 
swimming team of the Atlanta 
Athletic Club. He also con- 
fesses that he ‘used to be a 
drug store cowboy there, in 
front of Nunnally’s, 101 Peach- 
tree street. Incidentally, it was 
because of this place (a sweet 
shop) that young men—“sports” 
—were called drug store cow- 
boy: It is perhaps the most 
famous meeting place in the 
south, and all young men make 
it a habit to spend their idle mo- 
rents hanging around its facade 
watching the famous Georgia 
beauties £0 by.’ ” 

Mr. Weld (also known as Jack 
Lewis) in his new book is con- 
cerned with plantation life in 
the antebellum south. The writ- 
ing was dope in this part of the 
country, where his ancestors on 
his mother’s side had a planta- 
tion. 


Another item of regional in- 
terest is “Some Favorite South- 
ern Recipes of the Duchess of 
Windsor’ (Scribner's), which 
contains nearly 150 recipes and 
menus, including soups, fish and 
shellfish, meats and cheese 
dishes, vegetables, hot breads, 
salads, desserts, cakes and pre- 
serves.

Wilkins. Macmillan Co., New

In “Seven Tempest” the au- 
thor of “And So, Victoria” bases 
his latest novel on the intrigues 
relating to English throne suc- 
cession as it was interminghd 
with the descendants of the first 
George of Hanover. And as in 
his former excellent story he 
enmeshes several characters of 
lowly parentage into the affairs 
of royalty. 

“Seven Tempest” concerns it- 
self with the fortunes of Anne 
Louise Elizabeth Caroline, 
daughter of the Duke of Lim- 
berg, and cousin of Victoria who 
became Queen of England Leo- 
pold, King of the Belgians, who 
regarded himself as the chief 
arbiter of throne successions, 
planned to have his nephew, 
Albert of Saxe-Coburg, wed 
Cousin Victoria and thus became 
King Consort of England, and at 
the same time he planned that 
Anne Louise sliould marry 
George, the blind princeling son 
of Ernest, King of Hanover. 


Anne Louise rebelled at this 
disposition of her future and 
ran away. It was thus she 
chanced to hav2 ier destiny 
mingled with Seven Tempest, 
illegitimate son of a man who 
had iis n to power and wealth 
through his own efforts. Fol- 
lowed Seven Tempest’s efforts 
to acquaint Her Highness Anne 
Louise with some idea of how 
the common people lived, moved 
and had their being. In the 
midst of this education Anne 
Louise was captured by Leo- 
pold’s emissaries and she was 
imprisoned in a castle in south 
Germany, from which she again 
escaped when she learned that 
she was now sentenced to be the 
wife of a demented hunchback 
duke.

Both of these works contain 
blue prints of the future. They 
are not alike; not even approxi- 
mately alike. One seeks salva- 
tion along the road to Interna- 
tional Socialism; the other advo- 
cates a return, though with im- 
portant modifications, to Free 
Enterprise. They _ represent, 
therefore, two extremes of social 
thought. There is “till another 
extreme, but the advocacy of 
that one is carried out by other 
means than words. 


The work by Britain’s “Sec- 
ond -in- Command” has been 
awaited with great public inter- 
est on this side of the water. For 
in spite of his long career as ‘a 
trade union official, Mr. Bevin 
is to us an enigmatic character. 
He will inevitably by readers 
be compared to the Prime Min- 
ister, and the comparison is not 
fair. For Mr. Churchill is one 
of the few great phrasemakers 
of modern history; he challenges 
the comparison cf the ages 
rather than of his contempo- 
raries. For that matter, Mr. 
Bevin’s writings lack the bril- 
liant logic of those of Herbert 
Morrison, his fellow cabinet 
member. And yet Mr. Bevis 
may be more nearly right than 
either of these. After reading 
Mr. Bevin’s “Balance Sheet,” I 
should not wonder if thousands 
of readers do not utter the pious 
hope that while it mav be left 
to Mr. Churchill to wage the 


war it may be left to Mr. Bevin’

People and events in the imag: 
inary but typical Cape Cod 
town of Trumet during the grim 
last months of the War of 1812. 
Rather than a historical novel 
in the accepted sense of the 
term, it is a novel with an his- 
torical background 
' Trumet, which had ever de- 
pended for its livelihood on the 
unrestricted use of the ocean, 
found itself in the summer of 
1814 blockaded by the British 
fleet so completely that even 
the smallest fishing vessel could 
not leave her moorings for fear 
of capture. Its citizens are fac- 
ing the gloomy prospect of finan- 
cial ruin when Captain Isaiah 
Dole, American privateer com- 
mander recuperating from 
wounds received in battle, 
comes to the village for a visit, 
accompanied by his protege, a 
young giant named Joathan 
Bangs. 

These two men conceive the 
idea of secretly converting an 
idle merchant vessel into a pri- 
vateer and of slipping her to sea 
past the British blockade. The 
project is admittedly a hazard- 
ous one, but Trumet men are in 
the mood to gamble. Money is 
raised, the merchant vesse] is re- 
christened the New Hope, Cap.- 
tain Dole and Jonathan Bangs 
are named captain and first of- 
ficer, and the work of refitting 
begins. 

The theme of “The New Hope” 
as told by the authors of “Blair’s 
Attic” and “The Ownley Inn” is 
a dual one. It deals with Cap- 
tain Dole’s increasing unpopular- 
ity in Trumet, his loyalty to his 
young friends in the face of the 
latter’s incomprehensible and ap- 
parently damning acts, and his 
grim struggle to get his priva- 
teer to sea in spite of disaster 
which increasingly threatens. It 
deals also with Jonathan Bang’s 
love for Hope Allen, who fur- 
tively meets an enemy officer 
on the beach at night, his fight 
against the tightening web of 
evidence which seems to brand 
him as both murderer and trai- 
tor, and with his desperate 
search for the real culprit.

Mr. Blomquist begins with a 
brief history of commercial avi- 
ation in this country. While 
commercial flying was approved 
and encouraged by the federal 
Post Office Department, it was 
another worth-while project that 
congress simply couldn't see un- 
til someone made its value so 
obvious a child could appreciate 
it. 

Gradually the federal air 
routes were improved and taken 
over on contract by private 
agencies. The routes were bid 
in for mail carrying. Earlier 
passenger traffic was discour- 
aged by the operating compa- 
nies. Available passenger space 
depended on the amount of mail 
that needed to go. If there was 
room after mail was loaded, the 
passenger flew. If there was 
not, the passenger.had to find 
another way to travel. 

Presently, however, there was 
such a demand foi passenger ac- 
commodation, that special pro- 
visions had to be made. Mr. 
Blomquist treats of the technical 
growth of air transportation as 
though he were telling the story 
of it. He shows how correct 
safety measures, flight controls 
and other operations and policies 
grew out of trial and error un- 
til our present high standards of 
air transportation have been 
achieved.

THE PHILIPPINES, by Joseph 
Ralston Hayden. Macmillan 
Company, New York. 859 pp. 
$9. 

This study is largely aca- 
demic today, yet it underscores 
the defense which stands in the 
islands and gives substance to 
the future in which this country 
again must fight for the inde- 
pendence of “our little brown 
brothers.” 

Few are better qualified than 
Mr. Hayden to write of the 
Philippines. He first went to 
the islands in 1922 as an eX- 
change professor in the Uni- 
versity of the Philippines, serve 
ing for a year. He returned in 
1926 as a newspaper corre- 
spondent and from 1933 to 1935 
was vice governor and secre- 
tary of public instruction. For 
six months he served as acting 
governor-general of the islands. 

The book is both scholarly 
and human. ‘The author traces 
the development of the colonial 
administration under the un- 
usually far-sighted aegis of the 
United States, explaining in de- 
tail the steps by which adminis- 
tration largely has been placed 
in the hands of the people, who 
at the same time have been de- 
veloped for their responsibili- 
ties. He enriches this with his 
personal experiences. 

It is a strange commentary 
that Dr. Hayden's analysis of 
Philippine defense has been 
quoted by some publications to 
prove General MacArthur wrong 
on the assumption that the gen- 
eral said the islands could be 
defended. On the contrary, the 
author carefully explains that 
General MacArthur’s whole the- 
sis in this connection has been 
that the invasion of the islands 
could be made so costly no sane 
nation would attempt such an 
incursion. He does criticize the 
defense plan as it existed before 
the outbreak of hostilities for its 
dependence upon an off-shore 
patrol of small vessels and bomb- 
ing planes, at the same time ad- 
mitting that the islands could 
not support the construction of a 
major fleet. This was in con- 
nection with his assertion that 
the Philippines could remain 
free only under the protection 
of a major naval power—the 
United States, of course. Yet 
the news has shown us that the 
mosquito boats have been in- 
valuable. And how valuable 
would a fleet of bombing planes 
have been in the crucial days 
of the first landings. Captain 
Colin Kelly showed us that fact. 

Dr. Hayden pleads for a “new 
vocabulary” in relations be- 
tween the United States and the 
Philippines. His book was writ- 
ten before the outbreak of war. 
American and Filipino blood 
flows in a single stream today 
in the defense of the islands. 
There is neither conqueror nor 
conquered in MacArthur's army. 
This fact alone writes that “new 
vocabulary” and when, even- 
tually, freedom of the Philip- 
pines is re-established, we will 
of necessity throw away the 
catchwords of the past for the 
realism of common interest and 
common endeavor.

Story of Florida 


HURRICANE HUSH. By Lau- 
rie Havron. Greystone Press, 
New York. 312 pp. $2.50. 
Great promise is shown by 

the author, a promise which 
ripens even in the course of this 
first novel. A story of the piney 
woods of northern’ Florida, 
“Hurricane Hush” is the pen 
portrait of Farreé) Lull, who 
thought she was born for a dif- 
ferent world, but in the end 
found deep happiness in the 
land of her birth. 

There is a thread of language 
through the book which -re- 
minds one of Don Byrne; the 
author has a flare for words 
which is unusual. In the first 
part of the novel Miss Havron is 
perhaps too intent upon the 
fashioning of phrases, but when 
she picks up the thread of her 
story it goes straight to its sur- 
prising ending with a technique 
worthy of a more experienced 
novelist. 

Much, probably, will be said 
about the author as a new ade- 
dition to the ranks of the south- 
ern school of novelists. Which 
will be stretching a point, be- 
cause Miss Havron has written 
a story that is universal in na- 
ture and in persons. And a 
truly great novelist cannot be 
sectionalized. Margaret Mitchell 
wrote just such a book, but with 
an entirely different setting and 
vein. It, too, was universal in 
its characters and appeal, so 
much so that we hear of an 
Australian soldier buried with 
the Confederate flag in Syria, 
the dead of a war which is, 
basically, little different from 
that fought 80 years ago. Miss 
Havron’s novel is not of the 
caliber of Miss Mitchell’s by far, 
but it does possess the univer- 
sal flavor that takes it from the 
category of a “southern” novel.
